The reporis of ihe scientide
gentlemen conenr in representing that the conl
18 clean, almost pure carbon, somewhat resem-
Lling eannel is appearance, light, very free from
sulphur and iron, sand apparently abundant., It
lies In seams of from nine to twelve fect thick,
and n greal deal of {4 is found directly in the
beds of small afuents of the Idaho. This river
s navipgable 9 mounths in the year, A trial was
wade with 863 ponnds of the ceal al the Pavifie
Aall Slteamship Company's wharf at Aspinwall
on the 17th of April, ip the presence of the
U, B, Consol aud all the officers and employes
of the steamsblp ecmpany, according to whoss
account the result was highly satisfactory. They
represenied the coal to be of superior quality,
bhurnivg freely, with little smoke, and without
much draft, leaving no cllnker, aud raising
stenm one third quicker than an equal welght
of Cumberlaud coal.

THE ERIE CANAL BREAK.
i ——

A Camnl Boat with a Family en Baard
Carrled Across the Conmtry—-Damage
Dome to Lamds -Bridges Bwept Away—
Busimesa Completely Blosked.

Frovi the Roohester Demosral, May 1.

A first—clnss break occurred in the Erle Canal
about 11 e'eloek on Friday night, withln a mile
and a half of Falrport, at what 18 ksown s the
“Ox Bow," Thislocality has always been looked
upon wiith fear and trembling by casmal men
generally, and by bostmen In particular. Aboat
o score of years ago & break of even greater
wagnitude than the ome of Friday night last
bappened near the “Ox Bow.” In 1864, we be
lieve, anoiber break of fre-l importance was
witnesred im this loculity, sud one age a
small break, which cansed u delay of twenty-four
Lours, was miade In the bank net many hundred
rode from (ke present one. 8o il way be readily
understvod shat the *Ox Bow™ Is just the place
for disasters of thls cheracter, Awy one who
Lias inspected Lhis part of the canal can scarcely
feil to be surprised that occurrences of this
uature have vot been more frequent there. The
tow-path «t this polut for a stretch of s quarter
ef & wile or more is made-ground. snd rises Lo a
Belght of from twenty-ve to forty feet. Onm
oue side is “‘wide-water,” or a flat of mearly
twenly acres which lacovered with water, haviog
an average depth of len feet.

OUn the west slde of the tow-path is meadow
land, which Is on a level with the bottom of (he
basin, and threw which o streaws ol water passes
dowtward from the cansl. Ho, baving ou the
one elde au Immense bady of water, nud on the
otker from Afiy to one buodred acres of land
mueh below the level of the bottom of the diwch,
It le not at all sirauge Lhal once ia a while this
body of water would bresk itse way throogh
the belt of made-ground, called the LowW-pail,
sud sweep everyihilog lo s way.

OUTWARD BOUKD,

Along tewarde midnight of Friday tha seow
Barney Bird, Capialn Terrlll, was moving along
the earal abount 800 fest from the place where
the embankment gave I’l‘. Baddeunly a rushin
nolse wus heard, not wnlike that made by a rall
road train when golog st full speed through the
counlry. A fow momeuls more snd ihe boat
meoved fasior, and she slipped sway s though
dragged by three-score of lovisible mules

going at full gait. The master and his mats
became alarmed, and trled te™'snub” the eraft
‘bﬁt ah:n ec'n‘l: not b:‘ gnubbed jnst Lhau.':nry‘-
way of & tow- snapped, an

m.gld started under full headway tewards the
mammolh gateway made In bank, and,
sweeping around the whir walers, was
shot through the openiug at not a rate than
ten knots an hour. Her course was dme west,
and the charnel belng clear of everything, even
rall fences, she was staunch eno not to
break in pleces bofore she was landed in safety
against an elm tree about half a mile from her
starting point. The Bird Is the only boat that
ever sailed over highways, fleids, and fonces
in safety. In looking over the groundsone ls
aetonished that evan a light boat could
have been carried to so great s distance. At
the point where the boat was landed, the creek,
or rather we should say ravine (fer it |s worthy
of the name) takes a sudden turs. From the
way the boat s situated we should say that her
bow sirnck the bank in this curve, and avrhg‘l:‘f
sround with the current she was brought broad-
side against & tree and could not budge, Her
fender irons on the stern took the bark from a
tree at the height ef about sixteen feet. The
trees all around at this point bave hangiog from
their naked limbs tufte of grass, etc., that were
gwept down en the surface of the current.

In many cases these weeds are suspended
twelve to fifteen feet from the ground, shdwing
the helght the water went at that distance from
the canal. The captain, wife aud child, steers-
man, and two hetses took the periloms ride. The
walers swept away Lhe foundation of & barn and
fivoded over twenly-five ncres of land. There ls
not a great deal of the se1l washed awary, nnd
the damage done to the farm, except in the im-
wediate vieinity of the break, is not extensive.

WHERE THE WATRERS WENT,

This immense body of water had to find an
outlet. 1t did not make much delay in dolny so,
but followed it own inclination until it empticd
luto Irendequeit bay, near the “‘foat bridge,”
which is estimated to be, by way of the ravine
or creek, abont six miles. Of conrse a fload of
this kind, fed by a reservoir in the first place
and then by seventeen miles of the canal, which
is the length of the level, ceuld not pass
through the couuntry without destroying lands
and buildings,

PRIVATE DAMASRS,

Among those who sustained damages were
August Balrer, Amos Smith, Myrion Smith, and
Jaceb Btabler, in the town of Penfield, snd
Andrew Lincoln, in the town of Perinton. The
damages to land aud bulldings ia those towns
will reach thousands ef dollars. A barm on the
lands of the late E. B. Strong was earried off
and & cow was drowned. The bridgn at Hay-
ward's mills, on the stage rond te Falrpert, and
at Lincoln's mille, were carried away,

THE EXTENT OF THE BREAK.

Many estimates were made of the slze of the
gap through which the water lowed. As soen
as the embankment gave out the current rushed
frem two directions towards the epening. The
bottom of the canal was therefore swept away
for a considerable distance en each side, and in
#olne places Lo the depith of twanty feet bolow
the original canal bettem. The earth and elay
were swept eut in the embankment from elght
to ten feet below the deepest part of the reser
voir. It is estimated that the depth of the
break, measuring from the towing-path of the
canel, is 40 feet, and the average width is 190 fest,
By this ealeulation nearly 50,000 yards of earth
will be required to fill the breach. Then a large
smount of earth will be reqnired to fill up the
bed of the eanal where il is tern out, and (@ pre-
tect the slope wall, which is undermined in cer-
tain localities.

PREPARATIONS FOR REPAIRS,

The importance of this break is felt by beat-
men, by forwarders, by contractors, and canal
officials. Yesterday all three classes were re-
presented at the greunds. 7The contractor pro
cured a force of Tuo laborere and several leams,
which were at work. Cetlector Stilwell was on
hand, also Superintendent Rigney, who was
inspecting the werk. The canal engineers were
present making caleulations, and so was Com-
missioner Fay. Uarpenters were employed in
building sleeping places fer the mén and stablas
for the horses. O. 8, Hulbert is emngaged as
sutler for the brigade,

All (he men and teams that can be got will be
put on the work lmmaediately. Varlous esti-
mites are made as to the time it will take to
complete the job. Men competent Lo judge and
acquainted with the work say it will take in the
nelghborhood of twenty-five days. Others con-
tend that boats will be able to pass imn two
weeks. The seoner the work is done the better
plensed will be all interested. A great many
rode to the break yesterday, and prenl interest
was manifested by citizens generally in the pro-
gress of the work of repairs,
